Report from Bridgetown, Barbados — Inspection of vessels — Sanitary 

conditions good. 

Acing Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports, October 31 : 
Week ended October 31. Bills of health issued as follows : Steam- 
ship Sergipe, from Rio de Janeiro to New York ; steamship Toftwood, 
from Buenos Aires to Savannah ; steamship Orinoco, from Southamp- 
ton to New York; steamship Desterro, from Santos to New Orleans; 
steamship Selsden, from Buenos Aires to Pensacola; steamship 
Bri.ttannic, from Norfolk to Baltimore, and steamship Voltaire, from 
Santos to New York. Sanitary condition of vessels, cargoes, crews, 
and passengers, good. 

The sanitary condition of the port remains good, no quarantinable 
diseases being reported for the port or island. 

Report from Castries, St. Lucia Island — Sanitary conditions. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Maylie reports, October 28 and Novem- 
ber 1 :

Sanitary condition of this port and vicinity good. No quarantin- 
able diseases exist.

Africa — Kimberley. — Month ended October 12, 1907. Estimated 
population, 54,141. Total number of deaths, 89, including 2 from 
enteric fever. 

Azores — St. Michaels and St. Maria. — Month of September, 1907. 
Estimated population, 127,566. Total number of deaths, 343, in- 
cluding diphtheria 1, enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 9, and 7 from 
tuberculosis. 

Canada — Ontario — Hamilton. — Month of October, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 63,000. Total number of deaths, 68, including 
enteric fever 2, diphtheria 3, and 2 from tuberculosis. 

Niagara Falls. — Month of October, 1907. Estimated population, 
8,500. Total number of deaths, 5. 

Cuba. — Month of September, 1907. Reports from the 6 provinces, 
having an aggregate population of 1,572,797, show as follows: 
Deaths from contagious diseases: Diphtheria 7, enteric fever 11, 
leprosy 2, measles 1, scarlet fever 2, yellow fever 13, and 106 from 
tuberculosis. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended October 27, 1907. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 27,385. Total number of deaths, 10, including 1 from diph- 
theria. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 
76 great towns in England and Wales during the week ended October 
26, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 14.6 per 1,000 of population, 
which is estimated at 16,024,458. 
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London. — One thousand two hundred and sixty-five deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 16, scarlet fever 26, 
diphtheria 11, enteric fever 9, whooping cough 18, tuberculosis 167, 
and 67 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 13.9 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,727 deaths were 
registered. In the " outer ring " the deaths included 4 from diph- 
theria, 2 from scarlet fever, and 2 from whooping cough. 

Salford. — Two weeks ended October 26, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 236,670. Total number of deaths, 148, including diphtheria 4, 
measles 1, scarlet fever 7, whooping cough 2, and phthisis pulmo- 
nalis 8. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended October 26, 1907, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 20 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,117,547. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Wexford, viz, 9.3, and the highest in Newry, viz, 37.8 per 1,000. In 
Dublin and suburbs 154 deaths were registered, including measles 5, 
whooping cough 1, and 26 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended October 26, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 14.4 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,812,171. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Glasgow, viz, 16.9, and the 
lowest in Leith, viz, 9.4 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 499, including diphtheria 2, scarlet 
fever 2, measles 16, and 14 from whooping cough. 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended October 20, 1907. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 353, including diph- 
theria 2, enteric fever 25, whooping cough 1, smallpox 2, and 17 from 
tuberculosis. 

Turkey — Constantinople.— Two weeks ended October 27, 1907. 
Estimated population, 1,000,000. Total number of deaths, 333, in- 
cluding diphtheria 1, enteric fever 14, scarlet fever 4, smallpox 1, 
and 61 from tuberculosis. 

Smyrna. — Four weeks ended June 17, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 400,000. Total number of deaths, 235, including diphtheria 1, 
enteric fever 7, smallpox 6, measles 3, whooping cough 1, typhus 
fever 1, and 75 from lung diseases. 

Four weeks ended July 15, 1907. Total number of deaths, 261, 
including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 13, measles 4, typhus fever 1, 
smallpox 3, and 73 from lung diseases. 

Four weeks ended August 12, 1907. Total number of deaths, 340, 
including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 16, measles 2, smallpox 4, plague 
5, whooping cough 6, and 105 from lung diseases. 

Four weeks ended September 9, 1907. Total number of deaths, 
283, including diphtheria 4, enteric fever 22, measles 11, scarlet fever 
1, smallpox 4, whooping cough 13, and 99 from lung diseases.
